marker on needle, k 4, drop White, attach 
Bittersweet and k 1—pattern on sleeve 
started; with White k 4, place a different- 
colored marker on needle—9 center sts marked 
for pattern; inc in next st, k 1; p 2; inc in 
next st. Repeat from * once, k to end of 
row-8 sts inc. 9th row: * P to next seam 
marker; k 2; p to next pattern marker, slip 
marker, p 3, drop White, with Bittersweet 
p 1, with White p 1, with Bittersweet p 1, 
with White p 3, slip marker, p to seam 
marker; k 2.
